Version of AUacIt 
According to Van Horn’s version

i dark when he saw nine men, wearing 

• black robes, step out into the road.

I i Van Horn said the “Night RIderS’* 

I did not molest hie friend, but merely 
ordered him “to go on.” He was 
forced to accompany hi.s black -robed 
captors across a field and to a little 
school house, the location of which 
' he w-as unalMe to determine In the 
darknc.ss. The victim said he was 
taken inside the school house, thrown 
- on the floor and subjected to a 
aevere beating with fists and whips, 
Hi.s coat and shirt were torn off his 
back, he claims.

Witness Glenn S. Webb, something of a professional

Witness Virgil H. bffinger, former head of the Black 
Legion, is now quite old. On Friday, June 27, he was questioned 
by the editor of the Lima News, who is very pro-Jones, as to j 

whether Jones was ever' a member of the Black Legion. Effinger 
replied in the negative. But on Saturday, June 28, Effinger 
was told that Drew Pearson had possession of an affidavit signed 
by him, that Jones was a member of the Black Legion, He was 
then asked whether he had ever signed such an affidavit. His 
reply, quoted by the Lima News was, "I don't know. I'm getting 
too old to remember those things now." 

Effinger* s affidavit is reported to have been signed 
in front of his attorney, Clarence Miller, who can doubtless 
testify to its veracity. Since the notary public, Pauline Pool, 
signed the affidavit in 1938, obviously she could not remember 
the hundreds of affidavits she has notarized. However, if a 
photostat of the original copy were shown her (original copy 
now on file with Senator White, chairman of the Interstate Comm ere < 
Committee), doubtless she will recognize her own signature.

Along the above lines, CAITUS is proceeding now to organize all the foreign-born and their 
families, citizens of the United States. The almost impossible is being done. Jews and Catholics, 
Germans and Poles, Scandinavians and Slavics, Latins, Greeks, all the other foreign-born or foreign 
language elements in our midst are being enrolled for membership In the CAITUS, the 
tweaty-milUon strong Allianee for Mutual Aid and Protection, which shall, by means of 
a nation-wide, common newspaper, printed in English, and by other educational and informatory 
means, lead on its readers and members and make of them an integral part of American life, but also 
a part of that life that will not, mutely and unprotected, submit to discrimination; to 
victimization, respectively In whatever reactionary or mob psychology disorders 
or upheavals are developing In this country. 


If someone donated twenty million dollars to be used in organizing the above elements along 
the lines outlined, the money would be squandered, its disbursers would become bosses, the Alliance 
if ever accomplished by that money being spent, would be subject to graft, money squabbles, dictator- 
ial influence and disunion in the very start.

Navarre believft the victims of 
the legion had b«n taken large- 
ly from among rflatives and ac- 
quaintances of itl members. He 
j and his investigators alreadj^ had 
determined that Poole was inno- 
cent of the charge for which the 
legion tried and executed him. 
His wife, wJio gave birth to a son 
the day after he was slain, said 
he had never beaten her. 

The 16 men held, ranging in age 
! from 16 to 60, all factory work- 
ers, and all seemingly more proud 
than afraid, maintained a dose- 
j lipped silence. Navarre indicated 
; that death w^as the legion’s pen- 
j ally for members who told its se- 
I' crets. and that the men held were 
afraid of the vengeance of their 
brethren still at large. He believ- 
ed that the legion had 60 mem- 
bers, and he ordered the arrest 
of the other 44. 

Urban Lipps, 32, one of the men 
held, was the most communicat- 
ive. He admitted having taken 
part in the execution of Poole, 
but said he had participated in 
no other “jobs.” He had been 
a member for six months, he 
said, and he understood that the 
legion had “taken care” of a num- 
ber of “rats.” 

Describes Ritual 
Lipps described to police the 
ritual of initiation. After he had 
been accepted as worthy of mem- 
bership (protestant and white), 
he was taken to a secret meeting 
place. The members of the legion 
surrounded him, dressed in flow- 
ing black robes, masked, the white 
stain of their skull and cross»bone 
insignia, on breast and cockaded 
hats, glittering in the poor light. 
At a command, he knelt. A le- 
I gionnaire pressed a pistol against 
I his heart and he was told to raise 
' his right hand and take the oath. 

Police were not immediately 
able to learn the exact wording 
of the oath, but Lipps said he 
swore to guard the secrets of the 
legion with his life, that he un- 
derstood he W'ould be killed if he 
betrayed it any way. 

Lipps intimated, police said, 
that one of the requirements of 
membersliip in the black legion 
f w'as membership in the Ku Klux 

1 Klan, which still sdrvives, a weak

o ago. Lipps unde^tood that the

Joseph B* Einmons presently resides at 789 Holly Street, Lima, 

Ohio. He was formerly married to Jean V/. Emmons, but is presently divorced. 

He is a native of Lima and was previously employed by the Gro-Cord Rubber 
Company in Lima prior to becoming an organizer in the CIO labor field. He 
is presently Executive Secretary of the Lima Regional Industrial Council-CIO 
with headquarters at 112 East Elm Street. Emmons returned to Lima about 19lili 
after ha-ving served a considerable period of time in the United Hubber V/orkers 
of America-CIO in the Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and Akron, Ohio, areas. 


Glenn E. Y/ebb is a native of Lima and presently resides at 510 
Jefferson Street, Lima. He was previously married to Ellen G. V/ebb and has 
at least tro children as a result of this marriage. HoTrever, he was divorced 
during the past year and is presently married to Laxine Herapken, a girl some 
twenty years his junior. ’.7ebb T*as employed for a number of years as inspector * 
in the VJestinghouse Electrical Plant in Lima. Ke recently became a member of 
the Executive Board of Local 72U, United Electrical, Radio and :.5achine h'orkers 
of America-CIO and has served as President of the Lima local. 


The indices of the Cleveland Office failed to reflect any Communist 
activity on the part of either Emmons or Yi’ebb. However, sources of infoination 
available to the Cleveland Office advise that both ’<7ebb and Emmons have been 
termed by some Lima citizens as “fellow travelers” based on their stand on 
labor and racial matters.

The Cleveland Office further advised that according to recent nev;s- 
paper articles, columnist Drew Pearson in testifying before the Senate Inter- 
state Corrjnerce Sub-Comnittee alleged that he had certain documents proving that 
Congressman Robert F. Jones, Ohio Republican Representative in Congress from the 
iith Congressional District, Lima, Ohio, Tna-s a member of the Black Legion, which 
was a "disgruntled branch of the KKK" and operated in Ohio in 1935* The Black 
Legion allegedly v/as organized and administered by Virgil K. “Bert" Ef finger. 

Ef finger, an electrical contractor, presently resides at lllh Harrison 
Avenue, Lina. In the middle 30* s he was arrested in Lin;a and Kctradited to

citizens and public officials including the preson-u layer, Ci^f of Police 
and Sheriff of Allen County, all from Lima, and others in thf surrounding 
territory are alleged to have been members of the organizatiJn* _ Congressman 
Jones, who iTas Prosecuting Attorney for Allen County at that Ibime, was 
allegedly vigorous in his activity in making Ef finger availa^e for extradition. 

Drew Pearson allegedly has an affidavit from Effinger alleging that 
Jones was inducted into and took the oath in the Black Legion under his, 
Effinger's, direction. Effinger, according to a recent article in the »Lima 
N»7s*S a local newspaper, refuted Pearson’s claim. 

Pearson also allegedly has an affidavit of Glenn E. V/ebb v/hich he 
obtained through the efforts of Joseph B. Emmons ^7hich alleges that TTebb 
made Jones a member of the Black Legion at a different meeting, time and 
place than that alleged in Effinger’s affidavit. 

Emmons and 'lYebb are regarded in Lima as being antagonistic tov/ard 
Jones possibly as a result of Jones' reported anti-labor record in Congress. 

Both individuals have actively denounced Jones through local press and radio 
releases. According to Lima press information, there is possible doubt as to 
the validity of 7;ebb*s affidavit inasmuch as no previous indication of "iVebb’s 
affiliation with the Black Legion has been reported. Another press informant 
of the Cleveland Office has stated that he expects to be able to advise that 
office soon if V.'ebb was known by Effinger as a member of the Black Legion and 
whether .^ebb could have been in a position to induct Congressman Jones into the 
secret organization as alleged in the affidavit. 

Sources available to the Cleveland Office advise that the present 
charges against Jones by the above-mentioned labor leaders have not heretofore 
been brought against him during Jones* political career. In Lima certain locals 
of the Food, Tobacco and Agricult\iral-ClO have with dr am from the national 
organization, alleging Conrounist domination. Emmons in his capacity as Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Lina Regional Industrial Council, in order to combat these 
dissident elements, has obtained the legal services of a Lina attorney, one 
Elmer iicClain, knovffi to the Cleveland Office as Executive Secretary, Agricul- 
tural Committee, National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Lima, Ohio. 

On April 3, 19hli, Jacob Kroll, Director, i'*ational Political Action 
Committee, 2li0 Railway Clerks Building, Cincinnati, Ohio, addressed a letter to 
Emmons in which he pointed out that the committees should call on their Congress- 
men and Senators urging them to extend the OPA without bans on subsidies, freezing 
wages or crippling amendments of any kind, as reflected by a revievf of the B\ireau 
files. 

The files further reflect that on Kay 12, 19Uh, E^ons addressed a 
letter to Kroll in v;hich ho discussed the nominations in lolal politics and 
discussed purely union activities. •

The Bureau files further reflect that Joe Emmons, 789 Holly Street, 
Lima, Ohio-URYA was listed in July, 19hh, as union representative working in 
Region V on political action work. 

The Bureau files also reflect that Joseph B* Emmons was employed as 
an organizer by Local 22, United Tobacco Vibrkers Union-CIO, 'IVinston Salem, 

North Carolina, during September, 19UU* This union was active in the Reynolds 
Tobacco Company in wTinston Salem# 

The files further reflect that at Lima, Ohio, the Offical Annual 
Labor Directory-CIO disclosed Joseph B* Bnmons, 769 Holly Street, Lima, Ohio, 
Local 85, DRY^A, was Executive Secretary of the Lima Regional Industrial Union 
Council in 1/arch, 19U6# 

The only references in Bureau files concerning Glenn E* ’//ebb indi- 
cate that the "US Nevfs" of May 5, 19h5, listed Glen E. V/ebb as President of 
Local 72h and "UE News" of Kay 9 , 19ii6, listed the same information. A notation 
was made, hoviever, that no Communist infiltration vdthin this local has been 
reported# One 'Glen Vi/ ebb, Lima, Ohio, present FERA" (Federal linergency Relief 
Association) ')paymasteri' is named in a list of officers and members of the Black 
Legion •which was furnished by Messrs# Carter, Pratt, Urfer and Scheid# These 
individuals 7 /ere allegedly former menibers of the Black Legion and were inter- 
vicRved by Bureau A.gents in connection v/ith the investigation of the Black Legion 
in 1935.

^Washington date line for September 24th, alleging that the Fascists 
are arming for a pogrom on the Jews in this city. The item goes on ^ 

to state that it has been revealed attempts have been made to purchase , 

one hundred rifles, three hundred pistolws and several thousand rounds 
of ammunition by a representative of VKilliam Dudley Pelley *s Silver 
Shirts, The itera states that Roy Zachary, Christian Party State 
Organizer, tried to purchase arras from V»iiliam Lohrer*s Sport,^op, 

4316 University Way. It is also alleged that Zachary had ai^rrait with 
the signatiire of Chief of Police VdlliavA H, Sears and admitted that 
Lhe guiys were to be used by Pelley’ s private Fasci^ array in an immense 
^ /pogrom/being planned by the combined forces of the/plack Legion, the 
i/jame^rue Associates and the Silver Shirts, 

The item states that Chief of Police Sears denied he had issued 
a permit and branded it a forgery. Seal's stated "If Zachary has a periidt 
bearing ay najrte, it’s a forgery. I heve issued no pistol permit since 
I*ve been in office. I intend to investigate this affair i^horoiighly, 
and if he has a permit, I will prosecute him to the full extent of the 
law."
